1) With respect to REAL ID and according to 6 CFR Part 37, Office of the Secretary. DHS, Final Rule, the Summary states, 

"This final rule changes both document enrollment dates to October 1,2020". Does this mean, in relation to CONUS commercial 
air travel, that non-REAL ID driver's licenses will still be accepted at TSA checkpoints up to this date? 

2) Without respect to future REAL ID requirements, there are other forms of identification TSA lists as acceptable. TSA states 
one of the acceptable forms of identification is "U.S. military ID (active duty or retired military and their dependents, and DoD 
civilians)".

You may continue to use your New York State driver's 
license for boarding aircraft for domestic travel. New York has an extension through, at least, October 
10, 2016, meaning Federal agencies can continue to accept driver's license issued by New York. That 
extension is renewable if the state continues to demonstrate progress towards compliance. 

The date of enforcement for Washington State refers to enforcement for purpose of accessing Federal 
facilities - not for boarding aircraft.
